BROCKTON. May 29.—The fate 
of 


the two children of John 
and 
Mary 


Ball, concerning v,'hom there had been 
no Irace since they disappeared with 
thuir demented mother on December 
2 last, was 
determined today \vhcn 


their bodies were unearthed in a field 
off Oak street near the ice houses. The 
body of little Tom Ball, aged 7 years, 
was discovered first and an hour or 
two later the searchers unearthed the 
body of Grace, au«l '•>. about sixty feet 
distance from the place v:here the lit- 
tle boy had been buried. 


The bodies were badly decomposed 


and the medical examiher said a thor- 
ouch examination* would be necessary 
before the cause oj their death could bo 
determined. He inclined to the belief, 
however, that their siaills 
had 
been 


fractured. 


Mrs. Ball, the children's mother, has 


been an inmate of the Taunton insane 
atylum ever since ber return a few 
days after the 
children 
disappeared. 


Her mental condition \i'as and has been 
such as she coulrl not throw any light 
uoon their fate. 


The first body found was that of 


Thomas Ball, aged 7 years. 


The discovery was reported to the 


police about noon today by 
Joseph 


Rlgby anfl Vitold Fabian of 
770 Oak 


street. 
They were gathering fagots in 


the woods near the ice houses off Oak 


street. A dos which they 
had 
with 


them had dug up a lot of leaves and 
disclosed a foot protruding from the 
ground. Thinking at once of the Ball 
mystery, they left the body undisturb- 
ed and hurried to report the matter to 
the police. 


The police in turn hurried 
to 
the 


scene which is some distance from the 
center of the city and uncovered the 
borlv. 
Medical Examiner A. E. Paine 


was summoned and after an examina- 
tion declared that there was not the 
slightest doubt thn.t it was the body of 
Thomas Ball. 


The uoiice and a crowd that soon col- 


lected immediately began to search Ihe 
vicinity for the body of Grace Ball, 
the seven-year-old daughter, and at 3 
o'clock this nfternon her 
body 
was 


found. The disappearance of the 
two 


Ball children held public interest for 
manv months. 


On December 2. 1907,

home ol 


John Ball at 25 Holbrook avenue, was 
destroyed by fire and Mrs. Ball and 
her two children disappeared.

world. 


"While the ofllciaU classes are 
re- 


served, the Japanese people are not the 
least perturbed over tho despatch of 
the American battleships to tho Ori- 
ent," said Sir. Druee- "Of. course cv- 
erbody in the Far East except the dip- 
lomats, associate 
tho- demonstration 


of American naval power with 
the 


Manchurian trade question. The fam- 
ous 'open door' policy advocated by all. 
the white races is in reality a nulli- 
ty." 


"Japan," declares Mr. Druce, "has 


completely reversed 
the 'open door' 


policy In Manchuria excepting to her 
own people." 


With the arrival of 
the American, 


battleship fleet in the Pacific and the 
talk of trouble wltli the United States 
in the future, Japanese statesmen. Mr. 
Druce Relieves, are preparing for 
an 


emergency. 
Port Arthur, the former 


Russian stronghold, is being made vir- 
tually impregnable, while the fortifica- 
tions at Dalny, a seaport, and the rail- 
way terminus on the main line, now 
occupied by the Japanese, are 
being 


rushed to completion with haste. , 


Mr. Druce elves it as his belief that 


clash with the powers over a continuance 
of a discriminatory policy now being car- 
ried out in favor of Japanese subjects in 
the Orient Is inevitable. 
Even if Japan 


Is compelled to back Sown, he believes her 
surrender will bring Us advantages, 


"Since Japan took possession of Man-

SAYS ALDERMEN CAN LICENSE 


PRIVATE 
DETECTIVES. 


The following opinion handed down 


by the city solicitor today is self-ex- 
planatory: 
3oard of Police. Lowell, Mass. 
Gentlemen:— 


In reply to your request of May 20th, 


'or my opinion as to whether it is in 
:he province of the board of police or 
:hc board of aldermen to grant a li- 
cense as a private detective. 1 have the 
honor to submit the following: 


Section 36 of chapter 
10S 
of 
the 


revised laws provides that the board of 
police for the city of Boston and the 
mayor and aldermen of other citits 
may license any citizen of their respec- 
:ive cities to act as a private, detec- 
tive, for the detection, prevention and 
punishment of crime, for (he term of 
one year. Chanter 253 of the acts of 
1S9» vests in your board certain pow- 
ers, vested in 18% in the mayor and 
aldermen or board or aldermen, but I 
do not find in this act of '36 anything 
that leads me to believe that it was 
the intention of the legislature to give 
your board the power to license private 
detectives.
